It appears to 
be the intention of the Japanese com- 
mander to sever General Kuropatkin's 
line of retreat northward and make 
of Mukden a second Sedan. Oyama's 
force is believed to consist of 500,000 
men while the Russians have four 
hundred thousand. The Jananese ex- 
pect to comsletely surround the Rus- 
sian forces.

The latest dispatches from the front, 


dated Mukden, read: 


Fighting is in progress along the 


whole line, the Japanese attacking 
nearly every Russian position. All at- 
t cks were beaten back, and the Rus- 
sians made counter-attacks at many 
places. On the right flank the Rus- 
sians occupied the village of Boatatszi, 
which is close to Sandiapu, and from 
that position hurled hand grenades 
across the intervening ravine into the 
Japanese trenches in Sandiapu, caus- 
ing heavy loss and great disorder. The 
Russians have seized the head of the 
bridge across the Shakhe river, in the 
center of the Japanese lines, assisted 
by. artillery firing of particular energy 
from Putiloff hill and Novgorod hill. 
Ten determined attacks opposite Yan- 
sintung and west of Vanupudzi were 
all repulsed with heavy loss. The sit- 
uation on the Russian left flank is un- 
changed as compared with Monday 
evening. 


The seizure of the railroad bridge 


across the Shakhe river was the occa- 
sion of a sharp combat The Russians 
succeeded in surprising the Japanese 
bridge guards and, reinforced, beat off 
all attempts of the Japanese to regain 
possession of it. The Japanese are 
using heavy siege artillery in the bom 
bardmentvOf Putiloff hill and Novgo- 
rod hill, and this is believed to be pre- 
liminary to an attempt to storm them. 
The "losses to the defending force are 
insignificant. The roar of artillery 
firing is echoing unceasingly from the 
mountains to the eastward of the low 
flats of the Hun river valley, the scene 
of General Gripenberg's repulse. The 
fight appears to be developing in in- 
tensity along the whole line.

Strikes In Poland. 


Warsaw, March 1. — The strike situ- 


ation in Poland is far from encour- 
aging. A general strike of shop as- 
sistants in Warsaw is expected unless 
the demands of th« men are conceded. 
Seventy-five per cent of ^he employers 
are willing to give in, but the remain- 
der refuse to do so. The domestic ser- 
vants also threaten to strike. At other 
points in Poland no change is noted.

Ash Wednesday, the 
days of Holy 


AVeek and Christmas eve. 


The concession is granted not only 


to the individuals engaged in hard 
labor but also to their families; 
all 


the members may make use of this 
privilege. If, however, 
any 
of 
the 


members are bound to fast, they can 
use the concession, only at one meal. 


"Anjv member of the 
family on 


whom the household depends for sup- 
port—whether it be the father, son or 
daughter, it matters not—if at liberty 
to use the indult, carries the urivi- 
lege for the entire family. 


"The law forbidding the use of meat 


and fish at the same meal remains in 
full force, also for those who in vir- 
tue of this privilege are exempted 
from the abstinence. 


"The faithful are advised, when they 


make use of the indult. to 
perform 


some work of penance. The Holy See 
recommends 
especially 
abstinence 


from intoxicating drinks. 


According to the general law of 


the church' all the Saturdays of 
the 


year as well as the Fridays are days 
of abstinence. The Holy See, by de- 
cree of Feb. 10, 1896, granted 
snecial 


permission by which the bishops can, 
year by year for a period of ten years, 
dispense their subjects from abstinence 
on Saturdays. 
In virtue of this fac- 


ulty I hereby grant said dispensation 
for this diocese from Ash Wednesday, 
]905. to Ash Wednesday, 1906." 


Pastors are instructed to preach 


soecial sermons, to hold devotions on 
at least two evenings, and each devo- 
tion must close with the benediction, 
of the blessed sacrament. 


"If we cannot fast by reason of 


physical weakness or arduous labors," 
he says, "let us at least refrain from 
sin, and give ourselves up to Draper 
and the works of penance and morti- 
fication." 


Following are the general

regulations for the Catholics in 
this 


diocese: 


Ash Wednesday, the 
first 
day of 


Lent, falls on the Sth day of March. 


First—All the faithful 
who 
have 


completed their twenty-first year and 
are not over the age of sixty are, un- 
less hindered by hard 
work or by 


sickness, bound to observe the fast of 
Lent. 


Second—All who are obliged to fast 


must abstain from the use of meat 
and take only one full meal a day. 
which is usually taken about noon. 
The Sundays are not fast days. - 


Third —The use of meat, by special 


dispensation, is allowed at any time 
on Sunday, and the one principal meal 
on Mondays. Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays, with the exception of Em- 
ber Saturday, March IS, and Holy 
laturday, April 22. 


Fourth—Meat and fish must not be 


eaten at the same meal, not even on 
the Sundays of Lent. 


fth—Eggs, butter, cheese and milk 


are allowed at dinner and the evening 
collation. 


Sixth—A small 
refreshment, com- 


monly called collation, is allowed in 
the evening- It should not exceed the 
fourth part of an ordinary meal 
or 


eizht ounces. 


Seventh—In 
the 
morning, 
some 


warm liquid, such as tea. coffee, 
or 


thin chocolate, together with a small 
piece of bread, may be taken: no but- 
ter or other condiment is allowed. 


Eighth—Lard and suet may be used 


in preparing permitted food. 


Ninth—When dinner cannot be tak- 


en at noon, it is allowed to invert the 
order, takig the collation earlier in 
the dav. and dinner in the evening.

Life Created by Dr. Loeb According to Bulletin Issued by 


Dim-Dream of Scientists All But Realized 


in the Seeming Miracle. 


San ITrancisco, Cal., March L—Dr. 


Jacaues Loeb, formerly of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, but now head of a de- 
partment of the University of Califor- 
nia, after months of silent work, an 
nounces in a bulletin that he has suc- 
ceeded in developing by 
means of 


chemical agents living organism out 
of unfertilized eggs of the sea urchin. 
He is one of the few scientists work- 
ing on the problem to obtain living 
organisms out of inorganic substances 
by way of demonstrating the alleged 
truth of the theory that life was genr 
crated' spontaneously on earth. Ac- 
cording to the bulletin he seems to 
feel that he has done something more 
than merely to approach the problem. 


He succeeded recently in fertilizing 


the eggs of sea urchins, but has ac- 
complished the marvelous feat of pro- 
ducing living, swimming larvae from 
the unfertilized eggs of the sea urch- 
ins. This achievements leads him to 
make the unqualified statement that 
the higher and more significant exper- 
iments to which the present ones are 
only preliminary are now easy to be 
attempted. He is ready to enter un- 
Irammeled by doubt into a field that 
has hitherto been closed to the most 
ambitions investigators, and which is 
rich in possibilities beyond the scope 
of the imigination. The bulletin sums 
up the situation in these words: 


"We are now able to imitate the 


natural process of fertilization in tie 
egg of the sea urchin completely by 
purely physical and chemical means.

first artificially stimulated eggs dif- 
fered in essential particulars from 
those fertilized with sperm. The fer- 
tilized eggs formed a characteristic 
membrane as soon as the spermato- 
zoon entered, while the eggs treated 
with hypertonic sea water developed 
without the membrane^ 


The rate of development was also 


considerably faster in the 
naturally 


fertilized eggs, and the larvae origin-! 
atins by Dr. Loeb's process swam at i 
the bottom of the dish instead of at. 
the surface. While the number of; 
larvae developing from the fertilized j 
eggs is nearly 100 per cent, the chem- j 
ical process used to stimulate nature 
have until now oroduced a much in- 
ferior numerical result. 


Prof. Nes, head of the chemistry de- 


partment of the University of Chica- j 
go, has been working along similar 
lines. Prof. Nes goes even further in 
his experiments, believing, it is said, 
that life will yet be produced by oure- 
ly chemical means, without reference 
to either oarent- 


Dr. Loeb's achievement exceeds any- 


thing he accomplished while connected 
with the Eiiversity of Chicago. While 
associate<a_jth the Chicago institu- 
tion he sprat most of his time at 
Wood's Hole, Mass., where he prose- 
cuted his experiments with the eggs 
of tae sea urchins. He was able to 
fertilize the eggs, but he coiiid not Ret 
them to hatch. Now be has succeeded 
in hatcbins out the eggs.

Washington, March 1 —The senate 


spent the session considering items in 
the Indian appropriation bill. There 
was quite a long discussion of the com- 
mittee amendment prohibiting the use 
of tribal funds, in the support of sec- 
tarian schools. The provision was 
modified so as to allow 
individual 


members Of tribes to use their propor- 
tion of funds 
in support of such 


schools, and as thus amended was 
agreed to Another feature of the ses- 
sion was a speech by Mr. Kearns of 
Utah on the Mormon church. 
He 


charged that the church controls the 
politics and business of Utah. He de- 
nied in emphatic terms that he had 
paid Lorenzo Snow, then president of 
the Mormon church, for support of 
himself for senator. A half-dozen bills 
intended to remedy the defects in the 
laws as to inspection of steam vessels 
which were brought to the surface by 
the disaster to the General Sloeum in 
New York were passed.

IN EFFECT MARCH I, I905 


The physicians 
and surgeons of 


Licking county have agreed upon a 


:new fee bill which went into effect on 
March 1st. 


Reference to the schedule printed 


below will show an increase of about 
50 per cent in the charges. The doc- 
tors say that the new charges are no 
higher than those 
charged in 
other 


cities of this class and are not so high 
as in many places. . They point to' the 
fact that np to date they have re- 
ceived the same fees for the past 40 
years, whereas the cost of living and 
prices ,of nearly every commodity has 
been largely increased. The fee bill 
with the names of the doctors in New- 
ark and Licking county 
who have 


signed it follows:

San Francisco, March 1—The gate 


receipts of Nelson-Corbett fight were 
$14,000. Halt goes to the hghters. Nel- 
son's share is ?4,200, Corbett's ?2,8UO- 
Nelson already lias signed to hght 
Britt. The battle is not likely to take 
place until April. 


Kan 1'rancisco, March 1.—The sec- 


*nds of Young Corbett saved their 
man a knockout when they threw up 
the sponge in the middle of the ninth 
round. The Denver man had made a 
poor showing in his bout with Battling 
Nelson of Chicago, 'and the sturdy 
Dane was awarded the decision after 
eight and a half rounds had been 
fought. 


Corbett was not in it at any stage. 


In the early part of the fight on sev- 
eral occasions 
Corbett straightened 


Nelson up with rights and lefts on the 
jaw, but when it came to following up 
his advantage his swings were wild. 
In the seventh round,, when it ap- 
peared as if Corbett was practically 
gone, he showed a flash of his old-time 
speed 
and landed several severe 


punches on Nelson's ribs and jaw. It 
was only a spurt, however, and Cor- 
bett soon lapsed "into his semi-groggy

condition, -nhirti lasted until the "nd 
of the fight. Nelson's plan of battle 


was-to force Corbett around the ring, 
keeping close to him all the time. 
Whenever Corbett missed a swing 
Nelson was there with a return which 
generally landed. 
From the fifth 


round on Nelson kept Corbett on the 
ropes and landed at will. Corbett in 
some way managed to protect himself 
from a knockout blow until the middle 
of the ninth. Then in-a rally Nelson 
swung his right over to the jaw and 
Corbett went down on his back. He 
remained down, and then stood up 
against the ropes with his hands low- 
ered, unable to protect himself. Nel- 
son partly toppled him over with a 
swing on the jaw, but before Corbett 
was fairly on the mat his seconds 
threw up the sponge. The round last- 
ed 2 minutes and 35 seconds. 


In the eighth round Nelson had Cor- 


bett against the ropes, and the Den- 
ver man claimed a foul and lowered 
his hands. No foul was apparent, and 
the referee did not allow it. Nelson 
demonstrated that he is Corbett's su- 
perior in speed, accuracy and aim 
and- ability to take punishment and 
stiff punches. After the fight Corbett 
had but little to say. He "had no 
had but very little to say. He had no 
excuses to offer. 
Nelson, of course, 


was very happy that his next effort 
would be to obtain a fight with Britt, 
who has once defeated him The Nel- 
son-Corbett fight was heavily played 
by the betting element 
The odds 


were 10 to 8 and were easily snapped 
at by Corbett's admirers, but there 
was plenty of Nelson money in sight 
and all bets offered were taken. 


Ownership In Dispute. 


Toledo, O., March 1. — The owner- 


ship of the Toledo baseball club of the 
American association is again in ques- 
tion. The club has for the past eight 
months been owned by George F. Len- 
non of St. Paul and Charles F. Strobel 
of Toledo, each of whom had a half 
interest.

$10,000. The money was offered to 
George Kirby, local representative of 
Mr. Lennon, and the latter refused to 
accept it.
